President Cleveland, in dealing with 


the Cuban situation, unalterably op- 
poses the recognition of the insurgents 
as belligerents. He believes the situa- 
tion to be too delicate for any inter- 
vention on the part of the Dnited 
States at the present time, although his 
message strongly hints that the ulti- 
mate outcome may require an aggres- 
sive stand on the part of this govern- 
ment. With the greatest delicacy, he 
devotes a large portion of his message 
to a review of the situation, and points 
as a solution of the vexed problem, the 
offer to Cuba on the part of Spain's 
genuine autonomy. 
The insurrection, 


he declares, still continues with all its 
perplexities 
No decision has been 


reached iu the trial at arms. 
"If 


Spain has not yet re-esiublinhed her 
authority, neither have the insurgents 
yet made good their title to be regarded 
as an independent state." "The pro- 
text that civil government exists on the 
island, except so far as Spniu is able 
to maintain it, has been practically 
abandoned.

President Cleveland is disposed to 


acknowledge the superiority of tho 
Spanish arms and of the Cuban tactics. 
3e says, however, unless a speedy con 
eat in the open is had, the policy of 
he Spanish government not to inter- 
fere with the destruction of property 
will-ruin the fertility, productiveness 
and 'consequent commercial value of 
fche island. The message points out the 
many entangling interests 
of 
the 


United States in Cuba. Almost $50,- 
000,000 of American capital is in- 
vested there and the trade before the 
revolution reached $100,000,000 annu- 
ally. Our concern in Cuba is therefore 
neither sentimental nor wholly philan- 
thropic, but are in many ways both 
vexatiously and to much cost, involved 
iu the present contest. 
He points out 


the difficulites which we are subjected 
to by reason of the many Cuban resi- 
dents who are naturalized Americans 
and who, while aiding the insurrection 
through public meetings, the press, 
war funds and other means, require tho 
constant vigilance of the authorities at 
Washington. Besides this, the natural 
sympathy of the people of this country 
with those who struggle for a better 
and a free government, combined the 
adventurous and restless elements in 
our population, makes the position of 
the United States, in its declared 
neutrality, most difficult to maintain. 
These inevitable entanglements and 
considerations of 
philanthropy and 


humanity in general have led to a 
vehement demand in various quarters 
for some sort of positive intervention 
on the part of the Dnited States. 


Tho President declares against ac- 


cording belligerent rights. 
Ho does 


not think Spain desires to sell, and 
depreciates a war with Spain as a set- 
tlement of the question on the ground 
that might is not sufficient reason for 
this country to violate its universal 
reputation as the most pacific of powers 
and the desire of our people to live in 
amity with all the world. The United 
St:»tes, he says, has plenty of tsrritory 


stimulating a disregard to duty or ill- 
timed expression of feeling. 


Briefly touching on the Venezuelan 


boundary question and the Behriug 
sea complications, the President then 
devotes himself to internal affairs. His 
message takes up iu detail the various 
departments of tho national govern- 
ment.

Summing up the finuu- 


ial situation, the President saya: "The 
ntire case may be presented by the 
tatement that the day of sensible and 
ound financial method will not dawn 
pon us until our government abandons 
he banking business and the accumu- 
atiou of funds and confines its inone- 
ary operations to the receipt of tho 
money contributed by the people for its 
upport and to the expenditure of saoh 
money for the people's benefit. 


"Our business interests and all good 


itizens long for rest from feverish Dgi- 
ation, and the inauguration by tho 
government of a reformed financial 


olicy which will encourage enterprise 
and make certain the rewards of labor 


industry." After denouncing the 


endency of the times towards the 
:reation of trusts and monopolists, the 
eudonoy of which the President said is 
o crush out individual independence 
and to hinder or prevent tho freo; use 
of human faculties and the full devel- 
opment of human character, tho Presi- 
dent appeals to congress to exercise 
rigid economy. "The way of perplex 
ng extravagance is easy, but to return 
;o frugality is difficult." 
Ho then 


joncludes as 
follows: "When 
our 


differences aro forgotten and our con- 
test of political opinions aro no longer 
remembered, nothing in tho retrospect 
of our public service will be as fortun- 
ate and comforting as the recollection

While 
remembering the part Spain has played 
in the history of the Western hemis- 
phere, either the people or the govern- 
ment of the United States have shut 
their eyes to the course of Spain in this 
contest. After summing up the com- 
plications of international law bearing 
on the case, the President says: 
"It 


Wonld seem that if Spain should offer 
Cuba genuine autonomy a measure of 
home rule, which, while preserving the 
sovereignty of Spain, would satisfy all 
rational requirements of her Cuban 
subjects, there should be no just reason 
why the pacification of the island 
might nofc be effected on that basis. 
It 


would pnt the prosperity of the island 
on the fortunes of its inhabitants with- 
in their own control without severing 
the natural and ancient ties which bind 
them to the mother country." 


It has been intimated to Spain, and 


that country does not seem unwilling 
to adopt the suggestion, that 
the 


United States act as mediator in bring- 
ing about this result. At the same 
time, Spain demands that the insur- 
gents lay down their arms before a 
compromise will be considered, and the 
Cubans insist npon something more 
definite than a promise of autonomy 
before they will consent to do so. In 
any event, the President says 
the 


United States should make no attempt 
to acquire the island and should pre- 
vent any other power from acquiring 
it. 
If, however, the inability of Spain 


to demonstrate its sovereignty becomes 
manifest, the United States shonld not 
hesitate to recognize and discharge its 
duties without in any way meanwhile 


build its own vessels and equipments 
is opposed to paying any further spee 
premiums and recommends a plan fo 
laying up ships in reserve so as to re 
duce the cost of maintaining our vesse! 
afloat. 
Eight new cruisers and two 


gunboats have been commissioned and ! 
the chief executive says American ships 
are equal to any afloat. 


The President thinks federal offend- 


ers should be confined in the govern- 
ment prisons. 
The post-office depart- 


ment, he says, is in good condition 
with a deficit of $8,000,000, owing to 
a reduction of postal duties and the in- 
creased without proportionate revenue 
of the low-clnss mail matter. The total 
Indian population is 177,235. 
The 


President believes the Indians show 
improvement under government man- 
agement and ^recommends they 
be 


looked after by a commission, one of 
whom shall be an army officer. 
Presi- 


dent Cleveland hits the pension grab- 
bers a hard blow. He shows that last 
year the number of pensioners mater- 
ially increased until the list is tho 
largest ever reported, numbering 970,- 
678 persons and costing $138,214,- 
701.94. President Cleveland demands 
the speedy settlement of the Pacific 
railway loans and grants and especially 
the foreclosure of the Union Pacifio 
mortgage. He shows in the agricul- 
tural department that the value of farm 
products exported in 1896 amounted to 
$570,000,000. 
He is opposed to a 


further gratuitous distribution of seed. 
The inter-state commerce and civil ser- 
vice 
laws 
are highly commended. 


While admitting a deficit of little more 
than $25,000, OOO.tbe President defends 
the Wilson tariff bill as having opened 
up foreign markets and stimulated 
trade with other countries. The pres- 
ent bill, he says, will yield sufficient 
revenue, if given a fair trial, but the 
deficit was to be expected in the face of 
the business depression of the past two 
years. 
In this connection he defends 


the drafts made on the reserve fund, as 
he says it is immeasurably better to 
appropriate our surplus to the paymenl 
of justifiable expenses than to allow it 
to become an invitation to reckless ap 
proptiation and extravagant expend! 
tures. President Cleveland alludes to 
our financial methods as weak and 
vicious and asks a prompt reform o: 
the system which is opposed to every 
rule of sound finance and shown by ex 
perience to be fraught with a grievous 
peril and perplexity. 
He refers to the 


late contest as being a greater menace 
to property than the late civil war 
He declares financial peace cannot be 
secured nntil government currency ob 
ligation upon which gold may be de 
manded and withdrawn from circnla 
tion and cancelled. He advocates th 
exchange for long term, low interes 
bonds or their' redemption 
with 


proceeds of such bonds. 
If this is no 


done, he believes such currency obliga 
tions, when redeemed, should be can 
celled instead of being reissued. Na 
tional banks should redeem their ow: 
notes. They should be allowed to iasn 
circulation to the par value of thei

Rev. Robjent Gives Young Girls 


Pointers About Choosing Them. 


He Then Reverses me Picture and Helps 


me Boys Out With a Few Suggestions. 


An Interesting Discourse at Sixth Street

r; It was a splendid audience that the 
Rev. Thomas Robjent faced at Sixth 
street church last evening, The church 
•was literally packed 
with 
people. 


Every seat was occupied while dozens 
of chairs were scattered about the aisles. 
Yet it is said that many went away 
unable to secure a seat. 


The Rev. Mr. P.objent is a pro- 


gressive gentleman. He is a man of 
ideas, and he is not afraid to express 


himself. 
Then he Las a habit of 


choosing up-to-date topicaforhis Sun- 
day evening discourses topics that in- 
terest the people. Add to this that he 
handles his subject in an intelligent 
manner and is a clear forcible speaker, 
and you have the secret of the big audi- 
ences. 


The subject of last evening's address 


was "How to Obooso a Wife or a 
Husband." He chose as his text, the 
22nd verse of the 18th chapter of 
proverbs. "Those findeth a wife findeth 
a good thing, and obtaineth favor of 
the Lord." 


In opening Rev. Robjen said that he 


did not care one jot for any charges of 
sensationalism that night be brought 
against him. He considered the home 
to be at the very foundation of the 
Christian religion, and that it was of 
vital importance that the homes should 
be good and pure. The trouble was 
that the subject, was too often discussed 
in a flippant manner from the pulpit, 
Mr. Robjent said that several years ago a 
New York penodical on its first page 
had the words "advice to young men 
about to choose a wife and on the other 
side simply "Refrain from Choosing.' 
He did not believe in the wholesale ap- 


plication of this sentence but there were 
inndreds of cases where it would in- 
deed b» wise to refrain from choosing. 
In the first place no young man who 
aad not a certain future who had not 
an income safficent to maintain a wife, 
should refrain from choosing. To do 
otherwise was to doom himself to a life 
of grinding care and crashing anxiety. 


Sometimes marriage results from a 


chance acquaintance said Rev. Robjent 
and then he told how in coming down 
Sixth street that evening he had passed 
two young couple and as he passed one 
of the ffirls had said to the other 


"Where did you picK him up," al- 


luding to her ^escort. So, then, it is 
true that young girls sometimes pick 
up people on the streets and from this 
chance acquaintance marriage often- 
times results. The young girl thinks 
she has found her affinity. 
He wanted 


to say to young girls that to secure a 
house was not to secure a home; that 
to secure a man with two legs, two 
arms and nose and ears and eyes is not 
to secure a husband. If they have such 
acquaintances, keep a watch on them. 
See how they act in their homes. If 
he is a gentleman in his home, he is 
all right, but if he shows the slightest 


sign of not being a gentleman to his i 
sister, if he ignores and slights the old j 
people there, then beware of him. Out 
the string that binds yon at once. 
Young men should watch the girls. If 
there is any trace of selfishness in their 
attitude to the folks at home, if they 
are slovenly, refrain from choosing. 
If the girl you love is not a true sister, 
she will not be a good, true wife. 


Another strange idea 
that 
was 


abroad was that marriage was a sort of 
reform school, that men with question- 
able pasts would be changed and re- 
formed. The reform was generally the 
other way. 
Instead of the girl reform- 


ing the man, too often the man ruined 
the girl. Several stories, illustrating 
this point, were given, showing where 
young women who married men with 
a past had been'dragged down to their 
level. He also gave the story of a min- 
ister who had married a woman to re- 
form her, and who had failed in the 
effort. 
He had become a devotee of 


fashion and eventually a drunkard 
through her and disgraced himself. 


Rev. Robjent also spoke of unhappy 


marriages of persons of different relig- 
ious beliefs. Some girls had given 
themselves to men with absolutely no 


religious instincts. Everything might 
be all right for a few weeks, but there 
would come a change, the cynic in the 
man asserts himself. He sneers and 
jeers at his wife's religion and de- 
nounces the church-goers as humbugs 
and hypocrites. Rotten in heart him- 
self, he has no faith in anything that 
is good and pure. 
Young girls should 


look before they learj. 
Before uniting 


themselves to that man, they should 
reflect, is it well? 
| The speaker said that [be wished he 
could quarantine some of the young 
girls. He wished he could quarantine 
those two young girls he passed on 
Sixth street, for somewhere there 
were two mothers interested in those 
girls who were picking up people on 
the streets. 


In conclusion, Rev. Robjent 
said 


that the chief thing was to be sure that 
heaven approves. If such was the case, 
all would be well. After reciting two 
or three beautiful poems on the home 
and home life, Rev. Robjent closed the 
services fay having Mrs. JciiESOB, of 
the choir, sing that beautiful old song, 
"Home, Sweet Home."

Foreign Bounties Have a Destructive 


Influence on the Colonial Product, 


A Strong Feellne Among the Planter* in 


the British W«-»t IndlM That They 


Would be Better off Jf Annexed 


to the United States. 


LOSDOS, Dec. 7.—Since the dispatches 


of the United Associated Presses in 
November announced the beginning of 
the agitation in favor of the West 
Indies sugar industries, the matter has 
acquired large political interests in 
England, and bids fair to become an 
initiative toward the rivival of prc- 
iectionisTo.

mere stavinsr off of a subject which 
demands urgent settlement. In min- 
isterial circles, the agitation is not at 
all relished. The ministers know that 
an increasing body of their supporters 
are eager to seize the decay of the col- 
onial sugar industry as a leverage 
toward a revival of protection gener- 
ally. Lord Salisbury, -while the last 
conservative government was in power, 
declared in favor of what was termed 
"reciprocity," or some system of coun- 
tervailing duties, which would check 
the destructive influence of foreign 
bounties upon the colonial'product. It 
will be recalled that the 
London 


conference presided over by Baron 
Henry De Worms, now Lord Pier- 
bright, discussed this question of reci- 
procity, and after long sittings, ar- 
rived at no conclusion, giving a remote 
indication of how to balaince the con- 
Acting interests. 
Kdw that the for- 


'eign bounty system threatens the ah 
eign DOTiniiy-system1 iiireawsuo m«= iu- 
solute extinction of the colonial sugar 
trade, the conservatives want decisive 
legislative action. The predictions in 
English free trade quarters that the 
European countries would get tired of 
^paying bounties to give England cheap 
sugar are proving false. 


The fear now is that once the extinc- 


tion of British colonial sugar products 
is accomplished, the British consumer 
will find himself in the power of con- 
tinental rights, which will raise prices 
at their will. The question has be- 
come so acute and interesting with far 
reaching possibilities of an alteration 
in English commercial policy, that the 
representative of the United Associ- 
ated Presses has felt it advisable to in- 
terview some of the chief men con- 
cerned in the agitation. 
Mr. I. L. Ohl- 


sen, secretary of the West India com- 
mittee, stated that one of the recom- 
mendations of a government commis- 
sion was sure to be the placing of a 
duty of £2 per ton on all foreign sugar 
imported into England. 
The chief con- 


sideration of the commission would be 
remedial measures of the distress in 
the West Indies and connected there- 
with the granting of imperial loans 
(administered through the local gov- 
ernments on certain conditions of in- 
terest, etc.) to plar.ters for improving 
their estates. The West India commit- 
tee -was in constant communication 
with the government, urging it to call 
a conference and had reasonable hopes 
that the influence of Mr. Chamberlain 
would be exerted on their behalf. The 
committee wore also in communica- 
tion with prominent foreign politicians 
and commercial bodies. 


Begarding the question of the an- 


nexation of the British West Indies to 
the United States, he knew that among 
the planters there was a strong feeling 
that they would be better treated if 
absorbed by the United States.

ffhis news has created such an excite-

few days is greate,r than at any time 
since the beginning of the war. 
A cir- 


cular has been quietly issued to the 
Cubans, which says: 
"No man of 


honor can doubt which side he must 
take if placed by the tyranny of the 
Spanish government in the position of 
choosing- between 
Spain 
and Cuba 


jlibre." 


El Pueblo says: "Gen. "Weyler's duty 


is to issue that decree. We ought to 
know here who is a Spaniard and who 
is a conspirator. 
Havana is full of 


Spain's enemies masquerading1 under 
the guise of Spaniards. Let us know 
who is friend and who is enemy. Masks 
;off." 
! But the real motive of TVeyler with 
regard to this decree has not been 
mentioned above. It is a fact that the 
flS.OOO soldiers recently sent by Spain 
are not enough to cover all tho losses 
of the Spanish army within the past 
few weeks. 
More than that, it is said 


that high military authorities here are 
concealing from Spain the knowledge 
of more than half of the army's losses 
for the purpose of conforming- to draw 
from the treasury the wages and al- 
lowances of the dead men. It is esti- 
mated that from April, 1895, to last No- 
vember 
more than $30,000,000 have 


been stolen from the Spanish treasury 
in this way. 
The number of soldiers 


in the field is less than the central 
government believes, and is not suf- 
ficient for Weyler's plan of campaign, 
which is simply to inarch agaiust 
the insurgents in heavy bodies. 


Outside of Havana famine is begin- 


ning to spread. 
In Brematas, province 


of Pinar del Rio, more than 10,000 per- 
sons are dying of hunger. In Cardenas 
poverty is so great that families who 
were wealthy before the war are now 
begging in the streets.
